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We invite all persons who sympathize with our aims 
and methods to become members of our Society, whether 
they can attend our meetings or not. The mere avowal of 
their sympathy, implied in membership, will help us; and 
even if they cannot support the Society financially—still in 
their own circle of friends they can make the Society known 
and spread its principles. For financial support we shall 
depend upon regular voluntary contributions. The only 
condition of membership is moral sympathy with our 
principles and aims. 


I—THE ETHICAL MOVEMENT. 


The year 1898 has witnessed a considerable expansion in 
the development of the Ethical Movement. Judging the 
Movement in its entirety, we can recognise the fact that it is 
no longer represented by a few Societies in London, but has 
taken root in the country generally. The facts that lead us 
to entertain this hopeful view of the situation will be found 
summarised at a later page under the head of ‘‘ Work As- 
sociated with the Society.”” But we must remark here that 
the Movement is not only national but also international. 
The trend of public opinion is facilitating the spread of ethical 
principles in France, Italy, Switzerland, and more especially 
in Germany, where the efforts of the International Secre- 
tary, Dr. Forster, have secured the establishment of Ethical 
Societies in many of the more important towns. The vitality 
of the long-established American Societies is familiar to all. 
It is hoped that the International Congress of 1900 will do 
much to federate the various Ethical Societies in all lands. 


II—THE WORK OF THE SOCIETY. 


During the past year the Sunday morning lectures have 
been delivered at the Kensington Town Hall, and the experi- 
ence acquired by two successive migrations has convinced 
the Society that the district of Kensington must now be 
regarded as its home. 

Some members may experience a sense of disappointment 
in the fact that our audiences do not show any immediate 
tendency to increase. Those however who have experienced 
the various vicissitudes of the Society, can observe that its 
general tone is now more healthy than at any previous period 
in its history. In its early days the audiences were drawn 
from every part of London, and even from the provinces. 
Many persons, who previously frequented the meetings at 
Prince’s Hall, now find it more convenient to attend a local 
Society nearer their own homes. 

Even if it were to her own cost, the West London could 
but rejoice in the prosperity of other Ethical Societies for 
whose foundation or maintenance she has herself been 
mainly responsible. Though our audiences may be still 
small, it is encouraging to notice that the same faces can 
be seen at our lectures Sunday after Sunday; that our 
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audiences do not consist of curious or indifferent spec- 
tators of ““some new thing”; on the contrary, we may 
trace a growing sense of fellowship and unity of purpose. 
It is significant too that our new members have been mainly 
drawn from the districts in or closely adjoining to Ken- 
sington. These facts are probably better proof of stability 
and vitality in the Society than would be afforded by large 
but shifting audiences. 

It is stated on our lecture cards that “‘ we seek to express 
the Ethical Spirit in the Readings and Music, no less than 
in the Lectures.” It must be confessed, however, that at 
present the musical portion of the services leaves much to 
be desired. For financial reasons we have been compelled 
to forego the excellent string quartet of Mr. John Saunders. 
It is to be hoped that this privation is only of a temporary 
nature, but the Committee is confident that, even on existing 
lines, there is no reason why the rendering of ‘‘ The Ethical 
Songs” should be so cold and cheerless. We need to 
strengthen our choir, especially on the side of bass voices, 
and the audiences require to be encouraged to sing out more 
heartily. The Committee has therefore appointed a sub- 
committee to consider the most practical means of securing 
these objects. 

The best thanks of the Society are due to Miss Swepstone, 
not only for the care and skill with which she has conducted 
the choir, but also for her voluntary pianoforte solos, which, 
have been much appreciated. 

During the past year the lectures have been supplemented 
by half-hour ‘“‘ discussions” on various topics of interest to 
the Society. These discussions have been of considerable 
value in eliciting opinions from members on debateable 
points; it cannot be said, however, that the discussions 
have evoked much enthusiasm. This has been partly due 
to the necessarily short time available for the purpose, but 
still more perhaps to the difficulty in finding, week by week, 
suitable subjects for discussion. Many members are obliged 
to leave immediately after the lecture, and for this reason 
the after meetings can never be really representative of the 
Society. Under these circumstances it has been found inad- 
visable to meet for discussion more than once a month. On 
remaining Sundays the time after the lecture is free for in- 
formal gatherings of members and friends. These “social” 
meetings have been organised with a view to making mem- 
bers better acquainted with each other, and to provide op- 
tunity for the introduction of members and friends to the 
members of the Committee and to the Officers of the Society. 
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The meetings have been partly the outcome of an effort to 
dispel the chilly atmosphere of reserve which some members 
conceive hangs over the Sunday morning meetings. On the 
whole these various objects have been fairly well secured by 
the social gatherings, and it may be safely said that these 
meetings have been instrumental in bringing new members 
into the Society.

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It will thus be seen that out of thirty-four lectures no 
fewer than twenty-five have been delivered by the Society’s 
Lecturer, Dr. Stanton Coit. We are glad to take this oppor- 
tunity of expressing our gratitude to Dr. Coit for the devoted 
manner in which he has served the interests of. the Society. 

Three week-day meetings have been held during the year. 
The Annual Meeting was held on January 24th, when the 
Committee was elected and other business transacted. On 
Thursday, March 31st, the Society was ‘“‘At Home” to 
members of the Ethical Societies and their friends at 
Leighton Hall. 

A “‘discussion” meeting of members and friends was held at 
Kensington Town Hall on June 27th. A series of addresses 
was delivered on ‘‘ The Outlook of the Ethical Movement” 
by Dr. S. S. F. Fletcher, Mr. F. J. Gould, Mr. J. R. Mac 
Donald, Mr. G. H. Perris, Mr. H. H. Quilter, and Miss 
Vallance. Dr. Coit presided. 

In pursuance of our policy to establish “‘ week-day lectures 
and classes in the theory of ethics and the history of morals” 
Dr. Coit held an afternoon class during May and June on 
Plato’s Republic at 33 Portman Square; also during October 


‘and November a class on Psychology at the Grosvenor 


Crescent Club. These classes were well attended, and 
aroused considerable interest in their respective subjects. 

Excellent work has been done during the year in connection 
with the ethical class for children. We must take this 
opportunity of expressing our gratitude to Mrs. Branson for 
the untiring zeal with which she ‘has organised the class. 
No difficulty has been experienced in securing admirable 
teachers, but Mrs. Branson reports that the average attend- 
ance does not exceed about thirteen, and at present shows 
no tendency to increase. We are sure that parents would 
feel greater confidence in the class if they would themselves 
occasionally attend and observe the character of instruction 
that is there imparted. Probably too, a few more might be 
induced to subscribe to the special children’s fund, which at 
present does not nearly cover the necessary expenses. 

The children’s festival in May, under the auspices of the 
Union of Ethical Societies, was well attended by children 
from South, East, and West London Ethical Societies, and 
from the Battersea and Bermondsey socialist schools. The 
Hall was beautifully decorated with flowers kindly provided 
by Mrs. Schwann. Addresses were delivered by Dr. Coit 
and Mrs. Schwann, and a banner was presented to the East 
London children. 

The following have given lessons during the year :—Miss 
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Beard King (‘‘ The Service of Man,” “ Character,” “ Grati- 
tude,” “The Life of Duty,” “The Life of Beauty,” ‘‘ The 
Right Life”); Mrs. Bradlaugh Bonner (“ Kindness to 
Animals,” “ Patriotism,” “The Aim of Life”); Miss Eva 
Young (‘‘ Justice,” “‘ Bearing one another’s Burdens,” ‘‘ Truth 
and Love,” “‘ Temper”) ; Miss Marshall (‘‘ He is gentil that 
doeth gentil deeds,” ‘‘ Self-control”); Dr. Coit (‘‘ What 
Money cannot buy”); Mr. Gould (“ Searching for Truth,” 
“ Life of Knowledge,” ‘ Knowledge,” “Do not misjudge,” 
“‘ Persecution,” ‘ Prove all things,” “‘ Mother,” “‘ Father”) ; 
and Mr. Quilter (“‘ The force of Habit,” “ The Policeman,” 
‘“‘ The Fire-engine,” ‘‘ Reverence for Parents’). 


III, WORK ASSOCIATED WITH THE SOCIETY. 


(a) The Union of Ethical Societies. 

The Union sis composed, at present, of the following So- 
cieties, viz.: North, South, East and West London, together 
with Battersea and Belfast. The Union is administered by 
a Council consisting of a proportionate number of delegates 
from each of the constituent Societies. The six representa- 
tives of West London are Mrs. Schwann, Miss F. Winter- 
bottom, Dr. Coit, Mr. MacDonald, Mr. Max Herz, and Mr. 
Spensley. The Council has had before it an ambitious pro- 
gramme, and in spite of numerous difficulties has performed 
a most satisfactory year’s work. Much of this success must 
be attributed to the able manner in which Dr. Coit has con- 
ducted the responsible duties of Chairman. 

It is probable that the Council would find its labours - 
facilitated if the various Societies could devise some means 
of instructing their delegates on important issues. It would 
thus be enabled to keep in touch with the sentiments of the 
ethical community as a whole, and would avoid all appearance 
of an isolated Committee. In any case there can be little 
doubt that, in general, the full import of federation is in- 
sufficiently recognised; unless all such apathy be speedily 
removed there is danger lest the various Societies decline 
into isolated or even antagonistic communities. 

The chief items of work achieved by the Council during 
the past year may be summarised as follows :— 

(rt) By securing the tenancy of a most desirable room in 
‘Surrey House,” .Victoria Embankment, the Union has 
acquired for itself a permanent home which is available for 
committees and other gatherings. 

The McIntyre Ethical Library has been transferred to 
Surrey House” from Leighton Hall. The new site has 
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been proved to be far more convenient and central for mem- 
bers generally. 

(2) Under the editorship of Dr. Coit and Mr. Gustav Spiller 
a new edition of “ Ethical Songs” has been published. 
Many useful additions have been made to the original work ; 
notably selections from Wordsworth and Tennyson. 

The Council has appointed a sub-committee to select tunes 
for the new songs. 

(3) The Council has been active in promoting the interests 
of “ Ethical Classes ” and education generally. 

Under the superintendence of Mr. Quilter a “ Moral In- 
struction Circle” has met fortnightly at Surrey House. By 
means of discussions and criticism-lessons an attempt has 
been made to systematise a method of moral instruction and 
to train teachers in the management of ethical classes. 

The Council has also appointed a sub-committee, consist- 
ing of representatives from the various Societies, to consider 
the most feasible methods of establishing ethical classes and 
of bringing the Council into closer connection with such 
classes as already exist. 

(4) The Council is already busily engaged in plans for an 
international ethical conference to be held in 1900. 

(5) ‘An Ethical Directory” has been instituted with a view 
to keeping sympathisers in touch with the ethical movement, 
and forming a register of ethical workers. Persons desirous 
of having their names entered in the Directory should com- 
municate with Miss L. Bidlake, Union of Ethical Societies, 
Surrey House, Victoria Embankment, W.C. 

In accordance with a suggestion at the Union Congress 
in May last the West London, in common with most of the 
other Societies, appointed Nov. 27th as Union Sunday, when 
the collection, amounting to £21 12s., was handed over to 
the Hon. Treasurer of the Council. 

(b) The Moral Instruction League. 

In connection with education we welcome the activity of 
the Moral Instruction League, whose work is being zealously 
pushed forward by the Secretary, Miss Z. Vallance. Several 
meetings have been organised, both in London and the pro- 
vinces, in order to familiarise the public with the objects that 
the League has in view. The League has also set on foot a 
petition from parents of board school children praying for 
non-theological moral instruction in the place of the present 
system, which bases morality on theistic conceptions. 

(c) ‘The Ethical World.” 

It has already been suggested that the ethical movement, 
as a whole, has made considerable progress during the past 
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year. No small amount of this activity has centred round 
the Society’s Lecturer, Dr. Stanton Coit. 

On January ist, 1898, a weekly journal, entitled The 
Ethical World, was established, under the editorship of Dr. 
Coit. The capital has been provided in the form of shares 
in the ‘‘ Ethical World Publishing Company.” 

Among the more interesting articles there have appeared 
reprints of some of Dr. Coit’s lectures, which, in common 
with the paper generally, have proved of great service in 
familiarising the public with the ethical standpoint on 
religious and social topics of the day. ‘The Ethical 
World” has done much towards welding together the 
various Societies, and has also proved a valuable medium 
for announcement of lectures, classes, etc. 

(d) The Ethical Propagandists. 

Early in the year Dr. Coit organised a body of ethical 
workers under the title of ‘‘The Ethical Propagandists.” 
The Propagandists are prepared to offer their services as 
ethical lecturers or teachers both in London and the pro- 
vinces. Asa Propagandist Dr. Coit has lectured at Croydon, 
Birmingham, Belfast, Halifax, Bradford, Glasgow, and other 
places. 

The members of this Society are Dr. Coit, Mr. Chr. 
Collin, Dr. F. Fletcher (Hon. Treas.), Dr. Férster, Mr. F. 
J. Gould, Mr. J. A. Hobson, Mr. J. R. MacDonald, Mr. G. H. 
Perris, Mr. H. H. Quilter, Mr. W. Sanders (Hon. Sec.), 
Mr. H. Snell, and Mr. E. W. S. Walde. Nearly all these 
have been delivering propagandist lectures or contributing 
in other ways to the Society’s work. 

The Propagandists are preparing, and will shortly publish, 
a book entitled ‘‘ Ethical Democracy,” containing a series of 
articles on current problems from the ethical standpoint. 

Persons sympathising with the ethical movement and 
prepared to work in its interest are invited to join the 
Propagandists as Associates. Communications should be 
addressed to the Hon. Sec., Mr. W. Sanders, Surrey House, 
Victoria Embankment, W.C. 

We must here offer our warmest congratulations to Dr. 
and Mrs. ‘Coit on their recent marriage. The ethical mar- 
riage ceremony was performed on December 2ist, at Ken- 
sington Town Hall, by Mr. Frederic Harrison. In addition 
to an’‘Illuminated Address, the Union presented Dr. Coit 
with a cheque for {100 as the foundation of a perpetual 
nod to be applied by him for any ethical purpose he may 
think fit. 


IV._THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE SOCIETY. 


The administration of the Society has been in the hands 
of the Committee elected at the Annual Business Meeting.

With regard to the Society’s finances the Committee have 
to report a serious! deficit: the adverse cash‘ balance of £26 
at the beginning of the year has‘now become £170, while 
outstanding accounts bring the real’ deficit to £229.- 

There has been a considerable decréase in the total amount 
subscribed. This“decredse has been due to'the' fact‘that a 
few large subscribers have either Withdrawn or diminished 
their subscriptions. On the other‘ hand a number ofthe 
smaller subscriptions have been generously augmented and 
there’ are far‘fewer non-subscribing members than last year. 
The Committee regard this latter fact as a hopeful‘ sign‘ of 
vitality ‘in‘ the Society.: As soon’as indications of these 
financial conditidns ‘were seen, ‘the Committee appealed’ to 
the members for additional financial assistance, but’ the 
appeal met with little response. “The Committee thereupon 
began to reduce expenditure by dispensing with the string 
quartet. Then it went so far as to inform the Society’s 
Lecturer that for the year 1899 it would be impossible for 
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the Society to pay a salary of £400. ‘This serious step the 
Committee took with great regret. 

The task of bringing the expenditure of the Society into 
accord with its possible income must be left for the new 
Committee to accomplish. In the meantime the Hon. Trea- 
surer has generously undertaken to discharge the cash deficit 
personally, in order that the succeeding Committee may 
begin a new year’s work without the incubus of a heavy debt. 

The Committee wishes to express its regret that Mr. J. 
Calvert Spensley, the Honorary Secretary of the Society for 
the past three years, has been compelled by the pressure of 
other work to resign his office. Mr. Spensley has worked 
most assiduously in the interests of the Society, and the 
Committee is deeply sensible of the loss that has been 
sustained by his resignation. 

Mr. Hugh H. Quilter has been appointed the Honorary 
Secretary. 

The number of members on the books of the Society is 
584. Of these, however, 62 have failed to keep the Hon. 
Sec. informed of their respective addresses. This leaves the 
Society with an efficient membership of 522. As many as 
76 new members have joined the Society during the year, 
while 29 have resigned. The Society has therefore increased 
by 47. The Society deeply regrets the loss of four of its 
members by death, namely, Mrs. Max Herz, Mrs. George 
Oliver, Mr. J. McGregor, and Mr. E. B. Nash. 


STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES AND AIMS. 


Our Principles are :— 


1.—That the good life has a claim upon us in virtue of its 
supreme worth to humanity. 

2.—It therefore rests for its justification on no external 
authority, and on no system of supernatural rewards and 
punishments, but on the nature of man as a rational and 
social being. 
_ 3-—In practice it is to be realized by accepting and acting 
in the spirit of such common obligations as are enjoined by 
the relationships of family and society, in so far as these are 
a means to a fuller human development. 


Our Aims are :— 


1.—To assist individual and social efforts after right living. 
2.—To free the current ideal of what is right from all that 
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is merely traditional or self-contradictory, and thus to widen 
and perfect it. 

3.—To assist in constructing a Theory or Science of Right, 
which, starting with the reality and validity of moral dis- 
tinctions, shall explain their mental and social origin, and 
connect them in a logical system of thought. 


The means we adopt as best fitted to attain these ends are :— 


1.—Sunday Morning Meetings of the Society and: its 
friends,—when discourses, attempting to enlighten the 
moral judgment and to enkindle conscience, will be 
delivered. 

2.—The formation of local Ethical Societies. 


3.—The establishment and maintenance of Ethical Classes 
for children. 

4.—Ethical lectures to be delivered before such societies 
or meetings as may be willing to hear them. 

5:—Week-day lectures and classes in the theory of ethics 
and the history of morals. 

6.—The publication of such pamphlets, periodicals, and 
books as will advance the principles of the Society. 

7.—Week-day meetings of the members of the Society for 
the discussion of our work and aims, and social questions. 

8.—Co-operation in a union of Ethical Societies for the — 
carrying out of the objects common to them all. 


RULES OF THE SOCIETY. 


Adopted Fuly 9th, 1893, and amended Fanuary 28th, 1894, 
and April 6th, 1897. 


NAME AND OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 


I-—The name of the Society shall be THE West LONDON 
ETHICAL SOCIETY. 
II.—The object of the Society is to contribute, both by 


precept and in practice, to spread moral influences on a 
non-dogmatic basis. 
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MEMBERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


III.---The members of the Society shall be all those who 
sympathize with its aims, and who sign and present an 
application for membership. 

IV.—The Committee shall have power to remove names 
from the register of members, for some definite cause of 
offence, to be stated in the resolution removing them ; the 
Committee’s action being subject to an appeal to the Society. 

V.—Members who do not subscribe to the funds of the 
Society shall not be entitled to vote at any meeting of the 
Society until they have been members for six months, or, in 
the case of old members, until they have signified in writing 
to the Secretary their desire to remain members of the 
Society; and any member failing to signify such desire for 
the space of eighteen months shall, ipso facto, cease to be a 
member of the Society. All other members of full age shall 
be qualified to vote on all questions. 


OFFICERS OF THE SOCIETY. 


V1I.—The honorary officers of the Society shall be :— 


A President. 

A Treasurer or Treasurers. 
A Secretary or Secretaries. 
An Auditor or Auditors. 

VII.—The President, Auditor, and a Committee of fourteen 
members, shall be elected annually at the Annual Business 
Meeting of the Society. The Hon. Treasurer, and the Hon. 
Secretary shall be chosen annually by the Committee from 
its own members. 

VIII.—The election of Auditor and Committee shall 
proceed by signed nominations, forwarded fourteen clear days 
before the day fixed for the election to one of the Secretaries, 
who shall send a list of the nominations to each member 
entitled to vote, four clear days before the election. The 
election shall be by ballot. The President shall be elected 
by a vote of the General Meeting. 


MEETINGS OF THE SOCIETY. 


IX.—The Annual Business Meeting of the Society shall 
be held in January. Four clear days before that Meeting 
the Committee shall circulate a Report and Balance Sheet 
made up to December 31st. The consideration of these and 
the election of officers shall take precedence of all other 
business. 
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X.—Special General Meetings may be called by request 
of the Committee or of twenty members of the Society, 
forwarded in writing to the Secretary, who shall summon 
such meeting within twenty-one days of the receipt of such 
request. At all meetings twenty-one members shall form a 
quorum. 

XI.—No business of which fourteen days’ previous notice 
has not been given to the members shall be considered at 
any General Meeting. 

XII.—The Chairman shall have only a casting-vote. In 
case of equality, when the Chairman declines to give his 
casting vote, the previous question shall be considered as 
carried.
